Party distraught over ‘poll-that-never-was’ 


“A CHANGE is needed, first 
in the functioning of the par- 
ty, and the Knesset faction, 
but also in the government, to 
assure that we fulfill our 
promises to the public in the 
realms of peace, security, and 
changing national priorities.~ 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said last night. 

Speaking in Nazareth, Ra- 
bin was responding to a day of 
tension and fireworks in the 
Labor Party, following a re- 
port by 7ime magazine of a 
poll thar Rabin insisted was 
never taken, which showed 
the Labor Party would be 
soundly defeated if national 
elections were held now. 

The poll, ostensibly conducted 
by the Labor Party, showed that 
the Likud's Binyamin Netanyahu 
would defeat Rabin by a 10 per- 
cent margin and the Labor Party 
would plunge from its present 44 
Koesset seats ta 27. 

The Likud, on the other hand, 
would win 47 seats, up from its 
current 32.

PALESTINIAN anti-settlement 
activists made ἃ grave mistake in 
their first target for protest after 
Efrat, senior Palestinians official 
revealed yesterday. 

Land for new homes at the first 
settlement targeted, Kiryat Sefer 
in the Modi'in region, was not 
illegally confiscated from the ad- 
joining village of Deir Khadis, as 
the activists charged, the officials 
said. 

Rather, the 1,000 dunams (250 
acres) were legally sold over a 
decade ago by Palestinian land- 
owners, largely area residents, to 
the settlements developers, they 
said. 

Civil administration officials 
and Kiryat Sefer developers con- 
firmed the land had-been sold by 
Arab landowners in the early 

1980s. 


The developers said they have 
kept quiet abont the Jand’s status, 
even after this week's protest, be- 
cause they feared that if the iden- 
tity of the sellers became known, 
they would be in danger from 
other Palestinians. 

“We only know what the [Deir 
Khadis) residents te}} us, and that 
is that the land was illegally con-~ 
fiscated,”” said Khader Sbkirat, 
Palestinian Land and Water Es- 
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tablishment director. 

Shkirat and Ahmed Tibi, an 
adviser to PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat, led the demonstration 
earlier this week. 

“If Palestinian officials knew 
the land had not been confiscat- 
ed, they should have informed 
us,” Shkirat said. 

The official, however, said the 
status of Kiryat Sefer’s land is 
“common knowledge” among 
Palestinian anti-settlement 
activists.

Private eye accuses competitor 
of blackmailing him

A PRIVATE investigator sus- 
pected of blackmailing fellow 
private eye Michel Hadad was 
remanded yesterday for 10 days 
by the Tel Aviv Magistrate's 
Court. 

Levana Hartabi, 41, was ar- 
rested after Hadad rold police 
that she and her partner were 
blackmailing him. 

Hartabi and her partner alleg- 
edly obtained personal informa- 
tion about Hadad by tapping his 
phone and then threatened to 
publish it, which would have 
barmed Hadad and his family. 
Hadad had testified against them 
in another case. 

Hadad, a former police officer, 
made headlines a few years ago 
when he led the investigation of 
the murder of an American tour- 


ist, for which Hava Ya'ari and 
Aviva Granot were sentenced to 
life imprisonment. He left the 
force shortly afterwards. 

Police said in court that Har- 
tabi employed her partner illegal- 
ly, because he does not have a 
Private investigator's license. 
They told the court he is suspect- 
ed of carrying out the wiretap- 
ping allegedly used to blackmail 
Hadad, 


“This is the lowest possible act. 
to use very private information 
obtained by tapping phones to 
demand money from the com- 
plainant.” said police in court. 
Judge Hayuta Cohan said the po- 
lice have reasonable grounds to 
remand Hartabi, who was fully 
aware the information was re- 
ceived via wiretapping. 


‘Missing’ cyanide causes scare

A MISSING container of silver 
cyanide caused a full emergency 
alert by police and Environment 
Ministry officials in Tel Aviv yes- 
terday, before it was found at its 
point of origin. The five-kilo con- 
tainer, which was apparently for- 
gotten at the Maman warehouse 
at Ben-Gurion Airport, was ini- 
tially thought to have been lost 
from the truck transporting it to a 
Tel Aviv address. 

. Police and ministry officials 
alerted in the early afternoon at 


first feared the cyanide, in solid 
form, could have been stolen or 
lost en route. Radio alerts 
warned the public not to touch 
the material. 

According to Israel Barzilai, 
head of the ministry's bazardous 
materials department, the minis- 
try feared the cyanide might have 
caused severe pollution had it 
leaked out, and police were 
warmed that, in a worst case sce~ 
nario, it could turn into a poison- 
ous cloud. 
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The ‘armed struggle’ continues 


TRE are probably some strictly local 
conditions at the Erez checkpoint which 
are conducive to trouble. The most obvi- 

ous is that the Palestinian policemen serving in 
the area were trained in Libya. (They may, in 
fact, be Libyan, not Palestinian.) Their hate- 
filled anti-Israel indoctrination may make it 
impossible for them to consider Israelis any- 
thing but targets. 

It is possible, too, that the logistic and inspec- 
tion arrangements in the area make friction and 
mutual imitations inevitable, But even terminal 
optimists now admit that what is happening, not 
only at Erez but throughout the Gaza District, 
reflects ἃ malaise in the ‘‘peace process’’ and a 
serious deterioration in the Israel-Palestinian 
relationship. 

Daily shooting incidents, some of which are 
Not reported to the public, are aimed at military 
positions, passing vehicles, workers in the field, 
and settlers’ homes. The Palestinian policemen 
either participate in these incidents or give the 
shootings their tacit approval. To see these daily 
events as anything less than a concerted cam- 
paign against the Israeli presence in the district 
is to indulge in wishful thinking. And to sup- 
pose that such a campaign can be waged with- 
out the permission of the Palestinian Authority 
is to ἰξποῖς glaringly obvious conditions on the 
groun 

The ‘povernment seems to believe that the 
main reason for this deterioration is economic. 
Not only has there been a drastic lowering of the 
Standard of living in Gaza since the PLO taok 
over in May; the prospects of improvement in 
the near future are poor. Without hope for an 
immediate betterment, say government offi- 
cials, it is hardly surprising that Gazans turn 
against the process and join the ranks of its 
enemies. The solution, they say, is to pour 
money into the area in the form of international 
grants, loans, and investments. As soon as the 
focal population reaps the benefits of peace, 
they hope, shooting at Israelis will cease. This is 


why the government and, at its prompting, same.

But even if the unlikely happens and eco- 
nomic improvement in Gaza is attained, it will 
not deflect the Palestinians from their immedi- 
ate goal: to get the Israelis our of the Gaza 
District. Convinced that neither the army nor 
the settlers will evacuate the area unless forced 
to do so, the Palestinians are reverting to what is 
euphemistically known as the ‘‘armed strug- 
gle’’ — the kind of terrorist campaign which they 
believe forced Israel to agree to a withdrawal in 
the first place. 

Until recently, the PLO agreed with Hamas 
that the ‘‘armed struggle” would continue only 
in areas outside the control of the Palestinian 
Authority. Gaza and Jericho could serve as 


training fields and organizational headquarters, 
but not as launching pads and havens. Now this 
seems to have changed. In past weeks, terrorists 
have been routinely using Gaza as a base from 
which they launch attacks and to which they 
return. 

The reason for this change of tactics may 
have to do with the extraordinary success Israel 
has had in tracking down terrorists in Judea and 
Samaria. Over 1,000 Hamas organizers and 
guomen have reportedly been arrested, and 
units of wanted terrorists have been engaged 
and killed. The access to Arab population cen- 
ters the security services have in these areas 
obviously enables them to combat terrorism 
effectively. 

But the Palestinians have discovered another 
way to wage war against the Israeli presence in 
the territories — one in which they are far more 
certain of international support. They are target- 
ing the settlements. The government’s cancella- 
tion of construction on Givat Hatamar near 
Efrat following demonstrations and threats by 
local Arabs, assisted by Peace Bloc and Peace 
Now supporters, has triggered a campaign 
against all Israeli construction in Judea, Samar- 
ia, and Gaza. 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat has reportedly 
issued orders that ail Israeli activity in the 
territories, whether in building or agricultural 
work, should be challenged. As a result, demon- 
strations have flared up in several places. And 
the next such protests are certain to be staged 
against construction in Jerusalem and its sub- 
urbs. 


In all these confrontations Israe} is at a disad- 
vantage. While the Palestinians, backed by 
world opinion, view the Oslo and Cairo 


ments as lea inexorably to a Palestinian 
state on the 1949 armistice lines, with eastern 
Jerusalem as its capital, Israel has not decided 
on its own vision of the final status.

That 
the government has provided neither a clear 
picture of its goal, nor of how it intends to reach 
it, has caused it to lose popular support. And it 
has convinced the Palestinians that, by intensi- 
fying the “‘armed struggle”’ and demonstrating 
against the settlements, they will force a weak, 
vacillating government to give them what they 
want.

SARAJEVO (Reuter) - Bosnia’s 
New Year cease-fire hit snags 
yesterday as the United Nations 
attempted to sort out key details 
of the pact in an atmosphere 
of suspicion and mistrust be- 
tween the rival Serb and Moslem 
sides. 

Diplomats from the interna- 
tional contact group on Bosnia — 
the US.

The contact-group talks would 
be based on a peace plan drawn 
up last July. dividing Bosnia 
into two almost equal parts and 
accepted by all parties to the 
conflict except for the Bosnian 
Serbs.

'T is more than a little ironic 
that the settlement issue has 
come to a head at Efrat.

The Jabalya project, and three 
others in Khan Yunis, Nuseirat 
and Rafiah, totaling 600 apart- 
ments, are the forerunners of 
10,000 planned units, to be com- 
pleted by 1998. 

Housing is the first priority of 
the Palestinian Authority, and 
because the Palestinian Housing 
Council, which has overall super- 
vision over housing construction, 
was up and running two years 
before the Palestinian Authority 
arrived to reorganize things, it is 
now building while other PA pro- 
jects exist on paper only. it also 
says something about the rela- 
tions of foreign governments with 
the Palestinian government. 

Phase one of Jabalya’s project 
is funded by USAID, the US gov- 
ernment agency. Its six buildings 
with 192 apartments are under 
the management of Louis Berger 
International, Washington-based 
construction management con- 
tractors. Phase two, seven build- 
ings, with more than 200 apart- 
ments, is to be funded by the 
European Union and the PHC. 
Another Jabalya project, police 
housing, is to start this year with 
$10 million from Japan chan- 
neled through the UN Develop- 
ment p! F 

The Americans, Europeans 
and Japanese all rely on local 
contracting teams, local equip- 
ment and local techniques. How- 
ever, American project manager 
Frank Kowal has supervisors “‘on 
site full-time, watching every 
phase,” while the Europeans 
trust the Palestinians more. They 
rely mostly on the PHC to super- 
vise, while the Japanese. relative 
newcomers to the Middle East, 
place their faith in the UN. 

None of them are frusting 
enough to channel project’ funds 


directly through the Palestinian 
Authority ministries where PA 
chairman Yasser Arafat could 
dispose of them as he sees fit. 

The donors’ distrust has irked 
Arafat, who initiated his own in- 
dependent projects. The most 
prominent is the seaport down 
the road from his office, begun 
almost as soon as he arrived in 
July. For several months it was 
inaccessible, guarded by an elec- 
tronic gate and armed police. It 
was to be a mode! for an indepen- 
dent Palestinian economy, free- 
ing the PA from foreign money 
and Israeli restrictions on imports 
and exports. Thousands of Pales- 
tinian workers would work there. 
Arafat, who trained as a civil en- 
gineer 40 years ago, would pro- 
vide the guiding hand. 

The chief engineer is Maher 
Mamdouh, an adherent of the 
quasi-mystical Dawa sect. who 
resembles a Gulf fisherman in his 
simple robes and ragged turban. 
He told Arafat that “for $3 mil- 
lion, the fee of an international 
consultant, I build the first 
stage of the port.” 

Reality proved a drawback. 
Egypt did not send the seaproof 
hydraulic cement Mamdouh or- 
dered, and Israel dumped his first 
truckload of Hebron rocks into 
the sea near Erez, saying that 
Arafat could not build a port 
without coordinating with the 
joint security committee. 

Undeterred, Mamdouh contin- 
ued pounding the steel legs into 
the seabed with a homemade 
power hammer. Unprotected by 
cement or a wave-breaker, the 
hollow stee! supports buckled 
when storms hit the coast last 


_month. Almost half the length of 


the pier, at a cost of $350,000, 
sank into the sea.

Its main aim was “to clear out 
the Beduin from the Negev,” he said. 

He has called on the government to 
allow the Beduin, who serve in the 
IDF, to explore all avenues which will 
allow them to stay in the disputed area. 


IN LARGE tents set up at Bir Hadaj, 
representatives of the four clans sat 
around a fire this week angrily discuss- 
ing the evacuation order. 

“They told us that this land was going 
to be a ‘military zone’ and they moved 
us to the area of the chemical dumps at 
Ramat Hovav,” Abu-Gardood said. 
“Now that it has become clear that this 
land is zoned for agricultural use, no 
one is more deserving than we to farm 
it,” he said.

We aren't interested 
in progress at any price, especially if it 
comes at the expense of our fand.” 

Among the old men, 14-year-old 
Ouda Al-Denfiri stood out.

Agranat findings, 
repeated mistakes 


The army made serious miscalculations 
in 1973 and compounded its errors by 
failing to learn from them, 
Steve Rodan reports 


N Day One, most of the tables 
O in the Defense Ministry ar- 

chives in Givatayim were filled 
with about a dozen military correspon- 
dents and researchers. The following 
day, a few of them returned. 

But by Day Three, the eight-by-five- 
meter reading room was virtually emp- 
ty. A reserve brigadier spent a few min- 
utes with the stack of documents and 
left. A young haredi man tried to make 
his way through the first of six volumes 
and quickly gave up. 

The release on Sunday of some of the 
previously withheld sections of the 
Agranat Commission report on the 
Yom Kippur War barely drew a yawn 
from the public. But the apathy didn't 
begin with them. Few members of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defense 
Committee, parliamentary sources say, 
took advantage of their special access to 
the report. 

Most of the report was kept secret 
since the final version was presented to 
the committee 20 years ago this month. 
A 1993 petition by the daily Ma‘ariv to 
the High Court of Justice seeking its 
release forced the government to agree 
in April to do so. 

Former senior officers say the IDF 
command has simply ignored the 
Agranat findings, refusing to study, let 
alone draw conclusions from, the report 
that details the bloodiest war in Israel's 
history except for the War of Indepen- 
dence, This failure, they say, could 
prove disastrous as Israel forges ahead 
in complex negotiations with its Arab 
neighbors that involve territorial and 
strategic concessions. 

“Who wanted to learn the lessons?™ 
asks Col. (res.) Ya’acov Hisdai, who 
served on the staff that helped the five- 
member Agranat Commission. “When 
we asked [DF officers to read the 
Agranat report, how many came?™ 


The report was a massive undertak- 
ing: six volumes of protocol from top- 
secret cabinet meetings, sessions of the 
IDF General Command, late-night dis- 
cussions between defense minister 
Moshe Dayan and chief of staff Lt.- 
Gen. David Elazar. both of whom died 
more than a decade ago. The report 
includes interviews with all of the major 
and even minor players in the Yom 
Kippur War, from Elazar to the army 
captain who served as operations offi- 
cer of a brigade in Sinai. 


THE BLUNDERS of the war have 
never been a secret. A heavily censored 
and truncated version of the report was 
released in the mid-1970s. But the four 
detailed volumes of testimony and pro- 
tocols had been kept under wraps. The 
other two volumes summarized the 
commission's findings. Dozens of pages 
were deleted from the material released 
this week, particularly from the section 
on military intelligence. 

From 1971 until six hours before the 
war erupted on October 6, 1973. IDF 
Intelligence, Dayan and political lead- 
ers had adopted the’ assessment - 
termed “the Concept™ — that the Arabs 
would not launch a war against Israel. 
The logic was that Syria would not dare 
attack Israel without an Egyptian inva~ 
sion of Sinai. Egypt was said to have 
been convinced that it was helpless 
without advanced wagplanes that could 
neutralize Israel's feared ‘Air . Force, 
which had destroyed Egyptian air pow- 
er in the Six Day War. 


WITH DAYAN as its leading propo-~ 
nent, the belief in Israel's total superi~ 
ority was left unchallenged in the mili~ 
tary and political leadership.

“The picture given by intelligence 
was influenced in part by, for lack of a 
better word, big brother.” 

“The Concept” was tested three 
times. In November 1972 and in Jano- 
ary and May 1973, Egypt mobilized 
troops along the canal. Maj.-Gen. 
Eliahu Zeira, then head of Intelligence, 
speculated that Cairo was bluffing and 
would not go to war. He was right each 
time. 

As a result, when Syria mobilized 
tens of thousands of troops and hun- 
dreds of tanks along the Golan Heights 
in mid-September 1973, Zeira was cer- 
tain that President Hafez Assad was 
merely rattling his saber. When IDF 
Intelligence reported large-scale Egyp- 
tian troop deployment near the Suez 
Canal, Zeira assessed that the Egyptian 
army was holding a large-scale exercise, 
October 1 to 7. 

On October 4, Israel got word that 
the families of the thousands of Soviet 
advisers in Egypt and Syria were leav- 
ing the Middle East. Despite intelli- 
gence reported by the Mossad of an 
impending war, Zeira called the Rus- 
sian evacuation “an exercise." 

“Qur assessment is that the alert [sic] 
Measures being taken ὃν t and 
Syria are i in part connected with maneu- 


vers (as regards Egypt) and in part due 
to fears of offensive actions by Israel,” 
reads an Israeli intelligence assessment 
sent to Washington on October 5. “We 
consider the opening of military opera- 
tions against Israel by the two armies as 
of low probability.”

Yoel Ben-Porat, com- 
mander of the Intelligence 
Branch’s central data gathering 
unit during the Yom Kippur War, 
“was smart when it came to the 
weak and very weak when it 
came to the strong.” 

The weak here is the Intelli- 
gence Branch, whose failed ana- 
lyses and flawed assessments are 
that war's conventional wisdom 
culprits. The “strong” is the 
Air Force whose failure Ben- 
Porat characterizes as ‘greater 
than that of the intelligence 
branch.” 

The Agranat Commission de- 
fined its task as inquiring into the 
failure of military intelligence to 
correctly assess the possibility of 
war and estimate enemy intents, 
and the political and military 
management of the Yom Kippur 
War in its first three days, Octo- 
ber 6-8, 1973. The report al] but 
exonerated the political echelon, 
namely prime minister Golda 
Meir and defense minister Moshe 
Dayan, and unequivocally indict- 
ed the military. But not the entire 
military. 

Despite the way the commis- 
sion defined its responsibility, it 
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did not deal with the failures of 
the Air Force early in the war. 
Nothing in the IDF manifested 
the complacency and arrogance 
of the post-1967 era more than 
the Air Force's self-image of in- 
vincibility and infallibility. 

The Air Force was “the classic 
case of the seventh-day syndrome 
[following the Six Day War], the 
culture of ‘don’t worry, every- 
thing will be fine,’ the denigra- 
tion of Arab military abilities,” 
Ben-Porat says. 

It should be stressed from the 
outset that on the final balance 
sheet of the war. the Air Force 
bad extraordinary successes, de- 
fended air fields and safeguard- 
ing the skies. The Air Force lost 


87 jets. of which only four were’ 


shot down in dogfights. The “ἘΠῚ 
ratio” in air combat was one Is- 
raeli plane to 47 enemy craft, su- 
perior to that of 1967 and unpar- 
alleled in the history of air war 
until. Of the 18,000 sorties flown. 
of which 12,800 were combat mis- 
sions, only 36 planes were 
by SAM missiles.

The Air Force escaped the wrath of the Agranat 
report, but its sterling record in the war 
was actually tarnished, Alon Pinkas writes 


of the war and its entire course. 
This was not a tactical failure or 
an operational misconception on 
the Air Force's part. It was the 
heart of Israel's war doctrine, 
part and parcel of the infamous 
“Concept.” 

“The Concept" maintained 
that Egypt and Syria would not 
risk an offensive broad-scale con- 
ventional attack without air supe- 
riority, and that goal was beyond 
their reach. If war were immi- 
nent, a preemptive strike would 
destroy the missiles and any force 
concentrations. But in the unlike- 
ly event that war were to start, 
the “Concept” held that the 
standing army would curb the at- 
tack for the 36 hours required to 
mobilize the reserves. 

The gap between the start of 
war and the arrival of the re- 
serves would be taken advantage 
of through massive air support 
for ground forces and air attacks 
against second-echelon targets, 


such as logistics, reinforcements 
and airfields. 

“All our plans since the War of 
Attrition were based on the as- 
sumption that we would deter- 
mine the rules of engagement, we 
would initiate a preemptive strike 
or that we would decide when 
and where to attack.” says Maj.- 
Gen. (res.) Benny Peled, Air 
Force commander between 1973 
and 1977. “That was a policy, not 
just a plan. “Destroying enemy 
ground force concentrations was 
never defined as a primary mis- 
sion, otherwise { could have de- 
molished two Egyptian armored 
divisions." 

But that does not explain what 
contingency plans were for a sur- 
prise ground attack by Egypt and

ν᾿ F the four sons who share~ 
center stage in the Pessah 
Haggada, the most noto- 
rious is the wicked child, the ra- 
Sha. His question —““What do you 
mean by this service?” — is cited 
in this week's partion of Bo. 

The main problem with this 
question is that it doesn’t sound 
particularly wicked. A child’s 
questions about puzzling rituals 
are generally seen as a sign of 
intelligence. Wouldn’t indiffer- 
ence be far worse? 

The da stresses the word 
lachem in his question. What is 
this service that you do? This 
sounds as if he is removing bim- 
self from the observant commu- 
nity. 

‘But the wicked child's query 
looks remarkably similar to that 
of the wise child: 

“When your child asks you to- 
morrow, saying, what is the 
meaning of the testimonies, and 
the statutes, and the judgments, 
which the Lord our God has com- 
manded you?...” (Deut. 6:20- 
21). So why is the wise child’s use 
of “you” any different from that 
of the wicked child? 

Perhaps the.problem with the 
wicked child is that he makes no 
mention of God. After all. the 
wise child refers to command- 
ments of “our God.”

“And it shall be when your 
child asks you tomorrow saying, 
‘What is this?’ * (Ex. 13:14). 


RABBI YITZHAK Arama, 
known as Akedat Yitzhak. sug- 
gests that the wicked son is so 
called because of the manner in 
which he approaches his father 
and asks his questions. 

The wicked child doesn't ask — 
he tells — as if his mind is already 
made up. “And it will come to 
pass when your children will say 
to you...” (Ex. 12:26). 

But the wise child’s verse is 
genuine question, “‘Whea your 
child will ask you tomorrow.” 

‘What makes the wise child wise 
is that he genuinely wants to 
know, while the wicked child 
only wants to make pronounce- 
ments. His mind is made up. ‘ 

Another subtle difference be- 
tween the two approaches is that 
the wise chijd’s citation, “When 
your san ‘will ask you tomor- 
row...” implies that today he ob- 
serves the Torah, and only “to- 
morrow’’ ~ after he has 
performed the commandments — 
does be ask bis questions. But for 
the wicked child there is no idea 
of tomorrow. He wants his an- 
swers pow — and if the answers 
don’t satisfy him, he is prepared

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Leket: I’m not boring 


Yehiel Leket has to 
deal with the 
‘charisma factor’ in 
his upcoming battle 
against Avraham 
Burg for Jewish 
Agency leadership, 
Allison Kaplan 
Sommer reports 


of being called a boring and colorless 
bureaucrat. 

“Does it, hurt me on a personal level? Of 
course it does. Wouldn't it burt you?” says the 
54-year-old acting chairman of the Jewish 
Agency and World Zionist Organization. 

But Leket isn't sitting around licking his 
wounds. He is engaged in a battle to officially 
become chairman of the agency. Leket feels 
he must fight as fiercely against the impres- 
sion that he is an anonymous functionary as 
he does against his rival, MK Avraham Burg. 

“At my press conference announcing my 
candidacy. I pulled the most colorful tie out of 
my closet and showed it to the reporters and 
said, “Look at this — now r you can "t think that 
I am colorless and gray.” 

If the agency were a Fortune 500 company. 
and Leket was acting CEO, he would be a 
shoo-in for the permanent post. After the 
previous CEO (former chairman of the Jew- 
ish Agency Simcha Dinitz) stepped down af- 
ter the credit-card scandal, it was Leket who 
stepped in, cleaned up the mess, and got the 
agency back into working order. 

But the agency is not a corporation. It is 
the primary bridge between Diaspora Jewry 
and Israel. It carries out the vital work of the 
Jewish people: bringing new immigrants to 
Israel and spreading Jewish and Zionist iden- 
tity worldwide. The agency's leader is expect- 
ed to be not only an effective manager, but 
also a figurehead who can inspire Diaspora 
Jews and Israelis alike. 

This is where descriptions such as “bor- 
ing,” “colorless” and “bureaucrat” come in 
when Leket's name is raised as a candidate for 
chairman. 

While Leket’s workmanlike and concilia- 
tory style may help make backroom deals, he 
is hardly the hero with a glorious past as a 
general or an ambassador that fund-raisers 
dream of. 

Leket asserts that the image of an anony- 
mous functionary has been unfairly pinned on 
him by the more charismatic Burg and his 
supporters, a strategy he believes will backfire 
when the two men stand for election before 
the Labor Party's central committee.

“But the central commit- 
mg made up of 1.300 people. the vast 
majority of whom know me. when they 
claim I'm boring, that is going to irritate the 
committee members who know I'm not a 
colorless guy.” 

Leket rarely refers to his rival as a single 
person. He describes Burg as a “Trojan 
horse” inside which are lurking cohorts Yossi 
Beilin, Haggai Merom and Haim Ramon.

All these three politicians, Leket asserts, 
have at least hinted, if not declared openly, 
that the Jewish Agency is an outdated and 
irrelevant institution whose time has passed. 
Behind Burg’s cali for change and new blood 
in the agency, he warns. lurks a desire to 
dismantle it. 

In contrast, he says he is the Proponent ofa 

“quiet revolution.” 

He is not against reform in the agency, he 
says, but change must happen methodically. 
“You think, then plan, then try to get a 
consensus and convince ‘all of your people, 
then try an experiment for one year in order 
to see the implications and the adaptation to 
Teality, and then you have a change." 

It’s not just his rotund figure and-his open- 
collared blue shirt that make Leket an easy 
target as a representative of the Labor estab- 
lishment. It’s his resumé: he was a spokesman 
for the Ministry of Education and Culture 
from 1965 to 1969; national secretary for the 
Young Guard of the Labor Party from 1969 to 
1975; and head of the aliya emissaries in 
North America. He served one term in the 
Koesset in 1977. From 1978 until 1989, when 


he came to the agency to head the Settlement. 


Department, he was director-general and 
then chairman of the Labor Zionist move- 
ment. At present, Leket is also head of the 
Youth Aliya Department. 

It is difficult to find anyone associated with 
the agency who can say a negative word about 
Leket's managerial skills. 

“I know how to get people to cooperate and 
work together,” he says. ‘That is what the 
agency needs.”

Asked to describe the most radical change 
he would make in the agency if elected chair- 
man, he pointed to one of the items in the 
seven-point plan he distributed when he an- 
nounced his candidacy. In it, he proposes a 
“revolution” in attracting new blood into the 
organized Jewish worid. 

“Today the is between Zionist 
inachecship and Jewish philanthropy ~ - between 
political parties and fund-raising organiza- 
tions... we need a total change in the essence. 
of the partnership. We should be talking 
about Israel and the Diaspora. 

“On the Israel side, not just political par- 
ties, but also representatives from the whole 
society, academics, businesspeople, leaders 
of volunteer organizations. chairmen of immi- 
grant associations, council represen- 
tatives, and people from the arts [should be- 
come involved}. The same thing in the 
Diaspora - to draw not just from 
organizations, but representatives of the 
broad spectrum of the Jewish community. So 
we can [have] a new partnership open to 
everybody.” 

But in the meantime, it is the politicians 
and the fund-raisers who are in charge. Al- 
though Leket is an unabashed member of 
Prime Minister Rabin’s camp io the Labor 
Party and Burg is a protégé of Foreign Minis- 
ter Peres, Leket says he does not want their 
Tace to become a competition between war- 
Ting camps. 

The reason: he believes he has many allies 
in the Peres camp who will support him if 
their vote is not viewed as a sign of their 
ultimate loyalty. 

But before he gets to the central commit- 
tee, Leket must worry about the “advise and 
consent™ stage, when the Diaspora leaders on 
the board of governors put their stamp of 
approval on candidates. 

It is these leaders who are said to be most 
concerned about the “charisma factor.” 

They have reason to worry. 

“If Leket had only gone and lost 20 pounds, 
learned to dress better and taken some En- 
glish and diction lessons, he would be having 
less trouble with the Diaspora,” said one Jew- 
ish organization official. 

Leket is urging the Diaspora leaders not to 
take either him or Burg out of contention 
during “advise and consent" stage. The two 
candidates, he says, should be permitted to 
fight it out in the central committee. 

As for his fund-raising abilities, Leket con- 


:, tends he has held his own during trips abroad 


over the past year. Ultimately, he contends, it 
is the image of the agency as a whole and not 
of its chairman that matters when it comes to 
raising money. 

“You can’t make real changes with bal- 
loons and fireworks," Leket says. “First you 
need to create an environment which gives 
credibility to your product. And only then 
you can market it to the people.”

Tis the season to seek mallow 


HIS is the time of year to 
enjoy a walk in the fields 
and come back with mal- 
low leaves — an ideal ingredient 
for soups, salads and even puff 


pastries. 

There are three kinds of mal- 
low here. The most common, 
found in every vacant lot, is 
Malva rotundiflora, so named for 
its round leaves. In Hebrew this 
plant is called helmit, but most 
people refer to it by its Arabic 
name, khubeisa. 

The queen mallow, lavatera 
(na’og-in Hebrew), a plant with 
Jarger leaves and blossoms. is 
also sometimes called Khubeisa, 
although the plants are not that 
closely related, despite their re- 
semblance. 

Mallow Jeaves are not only de- 
i as a pastry filling, cooked 


soups or cl n 
, a-green salad, Large, leaves are a 


succulent of the genus Mesem- 
bryanthum, family Lampranthus. 
Its Jeaves are long, and triangular 
in cross-section. It thrives on 
salty air and sandy soil and is 
hardy in winter. It is used widely 
in the American West (especially 
California) to cover highway me- 
dians and slopes where nothing 
else will grow. Some people call it 
“hottentot fig” because of the 
bulbous fruit that forms after the 
blooms fade. In Hebrew, it is 
called natzitz. 

Gardeuers in the rest of the 
world, including Israel, use the 
same “ice plant” for Sedum spec- 
tabile (tzurit levana in Hebrew). 
of the same genus. This is also a 
succulent, but with a rounded 
leaf: Easy to grow and easy to 
from just a leaf cut- 
fing, it, too, will reward you with 
masses of flowers. It can be a 
creeping low plant, but it-may be 
30 to 40 cm. tall. Other sedums 
are included in this group, and all 
of them are beautiful.

Like mallows, nettles can be 
found in any vacant lot or un- 
weeded garden. To rid them of 
their less desirable quality, which 
gives them the common appella- 
tion “stinging nettles” (sirpadim 
in Hebrew), dip them for only a 
second in very hot water. Then 
they are perfect for nettle soup, a 
favorite in France, or in salads, 
where they have a decidedly nut- 
ty flavor. 

These are the two best-known 
herbs for the table, but there are 
also two types of dandelion that 
grow in the hilly regions: the 
thick-rooted dandelion, Taraxa- 
cum cypriwm (shinan av-shoresh 
in Hebrew) and the far more deli- 
cate hawkbit, Leontodon lacinia- 
tum -(shen ha‘ari in Hebrew).

Norwegian Kjell Moen, who 
was sitting East, related the play 
of the hand: “My partner, West, 
led the two af diamonds [first 
deuce], recognized by everyone 
as a singleton. Declarer, seeing 
the necessity of a scissors coup. 
won in band and took the heart 
finesse. He then cashed the ace of 
hearts for a club discard and led 
the deuce of hearts [second 
deuce] from dummy, with the in- 

tention of discarding his Jast 
club. 

“Spotting his sinister plan, I 
disrupted it by ruffing the heart 
deuce with the spade deuce [third 
deuce]. Declarer overruffed and 
led a trump, his last resort. My 
partner took his ace and underled 
his clubs [leading the fourth 
deuce!} to my queen. Then I was 
able to give him his diamond ruff, 
which was the setting trick.”

Recalling an amendment that made big changes 


Natan Sharansky talks about Henry 
Jackson, the bill he pushed through 
Congress 20 years ago and the cause 
he stood for. Batsheva Tsur reporis 


ATAN Sharansky never met 
βου “Scoop” Jackson, but the 

US senator from Washington 
state was probably the man who had the 
most profound effect on the former 
Prisoner of Zion’s life. 

ὙἽ first heard of the Jackson Amend- 
ment when I became active in the dissi- 
dent movement in 1973." said Shar- 
ansky this week. “Only later did ἴ learn 
that there was a person called Jackson. 

“There are three landmarks in my 
life before leaving the Soviet Union: 
the Yom Kippur War. the Entebbe op- 
eration, and my arrest. But throughout, 
there was the Jackson Amendment.” 

Next week, an international confer- 
ence will be held in Jerusalem to honor 
the memory of the Democratic senator 
and commemorate the struggle for hu- 
man rights that he embodied. It coin- 
cides with the 20th‘ anniversary of the 
enactment of the Jackson-Vanik 
Amendment that made the granting of 
most-favored nation status to the Soviet 
Union conditional on the right of free 
emigration for Soviet citizens. Almost 
immediately, Jackson's name became 
synonymous with the movement for So- 
viet Jewry and the international human 
rights struggle. 

For the former refuseniks, who owe 
their emigration and new lives largely 
to Jackson, the event has oe 
unprecedented excitement, Sharansky 
said. “We can hardly cope with the 
number of requests to attend the con- 
ference, many from veteran refuseniks 
who over the years have had nothing to 
do with the organized community [of 


former Soviet Jews] here.” 

In the past 20 years, 696,000 Jews left 
the former Soviet Union for Israel. 
Tens of thousands of them were refu- 
seniks and 800 were Prisoners of Zion. 


THE AMENDMENT was enacted dur- 
ing the dark days of Soviet rule. Shar- 
ansky recalled how, after the Six Day 
War. “we became Zionists -- hundreds, 
thousands of us." To deal with the phe- 
nomenon, the Soviet authorities “had 
to ‘create” the Prisoners of Zion and the 
refuseniks. They gave no explanation. 

“Then [the authorities] introduced 
the education tax. Jews could not sur- 
vive there without education. but in 
order to pay the required [5.000 rubles, 
with an average monthly salary of 150 
rubles, we would have had to work for 
more than 40 years. It was absolutely 


impossible,” he recalled. 


. “The Brezhnev-Nixon detente was in 
the final stages and the Soviet Union 
was on the way to getting favored-na- 
tion status in return for not being too 
aggressive toward the West and releas- 


ing a few dissidents. Then came the- 


Jackson Amendment and they retreat- 
ed from the tax very quickly.” 

What Jackson said loud and clear was 
that there had ro be free emigration and 
a move toward democracy before spe- 
cial benefits were accorded Moscow. 
Suddenly, the refuseniks realized, “we 
had a real ally. 

“As Zionists we had a spiritual weap- 
on: our Jewish heritage. But now we 
also had a historical and practical 
weapon: the Jackson Amendment,”

Sharansky said. 

“The Soviet autharities immediately 
began blackmailing us. The KGB began 
detaining us, telling us it would become 
worse for us. Sometimes, they would 
meet one of the dissidents privately in a 
hotel and try to turn him into a 
collaborator.” 

Jackson constantly touched base with 
the refuseniks and other dissidents. He 
wanted to allay fears that bis hardline 
approach was harming the cause. Shar- 
ansky, spokesman for the Helsinki 
Watch. kept in touch with the tourists 
who brought material from the West 
and used their services to send feed- 
back. “I sent hundreds of letters from 
refuseniks and dissidents, including 
[Andrei] Sakharov, to Jackson, encour- 
aging him to keep ‘up his fight.... He 
was our symbol of hope.” 


lated to his involvement with the dissi- 
dents and refuseniks. “But the high 
-treason charge -- almost all 21 para- 
graphs of it — was connected with Jack- 
son.... One of my interrogators asked 


me: ‘Do you think you can pass this 
Jackson} amendment and not suffer?’

that I was responsible for $20 billion in 
damages. I was very proud to take cred- 
it then, although, of course, we ail 
knew there were others responsible [for 
passing it].”” 

Sharansky is sad to chink that he nev- 
er had the chance to meet Jackson per- 
sonally. His wife, Avital, who unceas- 
ingly fought for Sharansky's release, 


did meet the senator. But Jackson died 


᾿ in 1983, at the ape of 71; Sharansky was 


freed only in 1986. . ᾿ 
Ohio Representative Charles Vanik’s 
fame is associated with.the amendment

it in the House of Representatives. 
Sharansky said of the congressman: 
“We met in Moscow in 1975. We were 
not impressed. He didn’t know why his 


- name had been used.” 


BECAUSE OF Jackson's unflinching 
Stand, the amendment became the 
‘backbone’ of US policy. “It was the 
turning point not only in the exodus of 
the Jews but in the ultimate victory of 
the West over the Soviet Union in the 
Coki War,” Sharansky said. 

He added that Jackson's approach 
should guide Israel's leaders today in 
their demands for peace in the Middle 
East. “If Jackson were around today, 
he would say that Syria should first 
open its borders and then discuss its 
new borders.... With the Palestinians, 
too, we'should not discuss’ details until 
they have taken care of their internal 


“As a member -of Peace Watch 
{which is monitoring the peace process] 
and'a ‘student’ of Jackson, I believe we 
should follow his guideline that you do 
not move forward with the next step of 
an agreement without ensuring compli- 
ance with the former.” - : 

History, Sharansky said, “is made by 
God — but through those who are ready 
to fight. Jackson was a man of noble 
principles who believed that principles 
do not contradict practicalities.” 

Despite the epic changes in today’s 
world, he said, it’s important to apply 
this legacy. . 

“Jackson lived at a time when there 
were clear-cut choices between good 
and evil. In today’s confused world, it’s 
good to look back at those romantic 
times and to return to the realities of 
today equipped with the truths and leg- 
acies of heroes like Senator Jackson.”

It’s not so easy, especially in 
this country. Although there is a 
bill crawling through the Knesset 
which will regulate investment 
advisers, the industry is largely 
unregulated “and, following the 
great bull market of 1988-1993, a 
lot of people entered the invest- 
ment industry. some of whom 
just do not have the tools to man- 
age money responsibly, while 
others are best described as 
cowboys. 

Role 1. Don't rely on anyone 
else to look out for your interests 
except yourself.

If a 
broker doesn’t answer your ques- 
tions directly. or intimidates you 
with lots of industry jargon, find 
someone else. ‘ 

Rule 3. ere τὰς με Οὐ 
How old is he? How long as ! 
been in business? What qualifi- 
cations does he have? How much 
money does he manage? How 
many clients does he have? How 
much money does the average 
client have with him? (If it’s 
much more than you're thinking 
of, you may be ἃ small fish for 
fim and will not get much atten- 
tion.) How fong does he hold the 
average investment (is he a long- 
ierm investor or ἃ short-term 
trade#)? Whar kind of stocks does 
he like? Why? Ask for examples 
of other clients’ portfolios. if they 
are full of speculative stocks and 
you want a safe portfolio, he may 
not be.right for you. How has he 
done Gver the few years: 
Has he-been through a down 
market? If so, how did he do? 

“Wait a minnie,” you say- 


throw me out. But it’s your 


- money and it might bea big sum — 
the stock market, and have .. 


probably the biggest investment 
you ever made after your home. 
Didn't you have the apartment 
checked out thoroughly to see if 
there was rot or damp? This is no 
different. If anything, you need 
to be more.careful, since an 
apartment isn't likely to disap- 
pear, but money mismanaged 
easily can. it’s also important that 
you establish from the very be- 
ginning who's in control (you) 
and how the relationship is going 
to work. 

Rale 4. Find out how your bro- 
ker is going to be remunerated. 
Are you going to pay bim a per- 
centage of the money you have 
with him? That wil] make him 
want the money to grow, but it 
might encourage him to take us- 
due risks. Or is he going to get a 
share of commissions your ac- 
count generates? This might in- 
cline him to trade heavily (a not 
uncommon phenomenon in this 
country). Find out whar other 
charges, like custody fees. will be 
levied. 

Rule 5. Establish, preferably in 
writing and before you start, the 
amount of discretion your broker 
will have. Does he need your ap- 

val before each transaction or 
will be bave freedom to manage 
the account as he pleases and just 
send you a monthly statement? 
Remember that your broker may 
be affiliated to a firm that under- 
writes stock offerings or sells mu- 
tual funds. It's not unknown for 
brokers to “‘stuff" unsold stock 
from undersubscribed offerings 
underwritten by an affifiate into 
the accounts of unwitting clients. 

Rule 6. Ef things are going 
wrong, or don't seem right, don’t 
be afraid to start shouting, see a 
lawyer or pull the plug. As far as 1 
can tell, the average broker re- 
sponse to client disquiet is to 
make excuses. At the same time, 
bear in mind that your invest- 
ment will nol go up in a straight 
line. Even blue-chip stocks can 

ive a bumpy ride. 
5 Rule 7. Remember that every 
broker wants new clients and 
most will say what they think the 
client wants to hear. Six months 
down the road you may find that 
you are down 30 percent and that 
it takes several days for your 
smooth-talking broker to return 
ur calls. There are no guaran- 
tees, but until you're really satis- 
fied that you've done your home- 
ao

“It was fashionable for Israelis 
to take things from hotels in the 
past. but I am sure that things are 
better today.” says Rosental, 
who believes that hotel guests 
are now better educated and 
more sophisticated. 


“In the past three to five years, 
we've had hardly any complaints 
about thefts from hotels,” he 
says. 

According to the institute. 
those in lower socio-economic 
brackets tended τὸ be much 
harsher in their views on this mat- 
ter than those in the higher social 
and economic brackets. One rea- 
san might be that those with less 
money have had fewer opportu- 
nities to stay in hotels and are 
unfamiliar with the genuine di- 
lemma many guests feel as to 
what they may or may not take. 

Rico Rosenthal. general man- 
ager of the Renaissance Hotel in 
Jerusalem, differentiates be- 
tween guests who take things 
which they regard as souvenirs, 
and outright stealing. 

Rosenthal says the hotel ex- 
pects guests to take amenities 
such as shampoo. bubble bath. 
soap, shower cap and sewing kit. 
He says the hotel even expects 
guests to take home ashtrays and 
pens and pads which have the 
hotel name on them. This is ἃ 
form of advertising. he says. 

He says that guests in good 
conscience may take anything 
that is specifically given to them 
compliments of the management, 
such as bottles of wine. choc 
fates or fruit from a fruit basket. 
However, he adds, guests 
should not take the basket itself. 

The problem becomes even 
more complex when one stays in 
ἃ super-deluxe hotel. or in the 
VIP section of a five-star hote}, 
where it is often customary for 


management to put out large bot- 
es of expensive cosmetics for 
their guests. In some hotels, it is 
customary to put out a card 
“hinting” that the amenities may 
be acquired at the hote] shop. 

The Tel Aviv Sheraton Hotel, 
says spokeswoman Wendy Geri. 
does not really have a problem 
with pilferage, The hotel does not 
actually expect guests to take 
away the amenities, such as 
shampoo, conditioner and body 
lotion, but they are replenished 
every day. Other items, including 
pens, matches, throw-away slip- 
pers and cocktail swizzle sticks. 
are regarded by the hotel as sou- 
venirs, for the guest to take 
home, Geri says. 

The Tel Aviv Sheraton pro- 
vides guests with bathrobes that 
come with a decorative band ex- 
plaining that the robe may be 
purchased by calling the house- 
keeping department. 

Some deluxe rooms have large 
decorative battles of luxury Dead 
Sea cosmetics. “We expect guests 
to use them while they are in the 
hotel,” Geri says, adding that al- 
though there is no note or card 
indicating that these cosmetics 
are not to be taken away, guests. 
as a rule. do not take them. 

Rosenthal, of the Renaissance. 
is unwilling to single out {sraetis 
or any other group as prime of- 
fenders. but he says that there is 
one exemplary type of tourist: 
groups of Christian pilgrims. who 
take absolutely nothing from the 
hotel rooms. They are extraordi- 
narily honest. says Rosenthal,

In exceptional 
cases when a resident requires urgent medical treatment 
and is not registered with a sick fund, he/she will be entitled 
to medical services from a sick fund determined by the 
Director-General of the Ministry of Health. 


If you are not a member of any sick fund

sick fund shall be registered with a sick fund determined by 
the Minister of Health . After a period of six months he/she 
will be able to transfer according to the regular procedures.

Payment of health insurance premiums is compulsory.

Institute in the same way he pays national insurance 
premiums. 


What about those receiving pensions 

or benefits from the National Insurance 
Institute or from other sources? 

Whoever works and receives a pension or benefit from the 
National Insurance Institute or from the Ministries of 
Defense and Finance, will pay health insurance 
premiums only in respect of his income from work. The 
pension or benefit will be exempt from payment. 

Those who do not work and depend solely upon a 
pension or a benefit as above, will pay health insurance 
premiums at the minimal rate of NIS 47. 


And those receiving Old Age and 


Survivors Benefit? 

Those receiving Old Age and Survivors Benefit will 

pay health insurance premiums at fixed rates (NIS 88 for a 
single person, NIS 128 for a couple) which will be 
deducted at source by the National Insurance 

institute. Any other income will be exempt from payment. 


Every resident can check and find out 
what is done with his money.

AMMAN - Prime Minister Abd- 
ul-Salam Majali submitted his cab- 
inet’s resignation yesterday after 
an eventful 19-month tenure that 
produced a peace treaty with Isra- 
el and muzzied Moslem funda- 
mentalists at home. 

Jordan said yesterday its next 
prime minister would be former 
army commander Sharif Zaid Bin 
Shaker. a cousin and confidant of 
King Hussein. who had served two 
previous terms as head of 
government, 

The announcement on state me- 
dia came a few hours after Majali 
presented his government's 
resignation. 

Bin Shaker, 60. currently Hus- 
sein’s chief adviser, enjoys wide 
popularity among Jordanians. 

The sources said Bin Shaker’s 
cabinet might not be formed until 
after a visit by Greek Prime Minis- 
ter Andreas Papandreou, who ar- 
rives today. 

In the meantime, Majali’s 31- 
member goverument will serve as 
a caretaker. 

The resignation had been ex- 
pected after the cabinet completed 
negotiating a peace treaty with Is- 
rael, enforcing economic reforms, 
and stifling Moslem fundamental- 
ists Cpposig the kingdom's largely 
pro-Westem policies. 

Majali, 69, was Jordan's chief 
negotiator when the Madrid talks 
were Jaunched in 1991. He was 
made premier in May 1993.. 


SENIOR officials yesterday attempted to 
qualify a New York Times report that Iran 
might be less than five years away from having 
an atomic bomb, much closer than previously 


thought. 


They said it is unclear where Iran's nuclear 
program is headed or how soon Teheran will

Histadrut says Palestinian 
labor activist’s arrest 
_was politically motivated

THE director of a Palestinian 
workers’ rights center was 
teleased yesterday, a day after 
he was arrested following 
accusations by Israeli 
employers he was inciting 
workers. 

Hassan Barghouti, of the 
Ramallah-based Democracy 
and Workers Rights Center, 
denied the charges. He said he 
established his organization in 
1993, because the peace 
Process requires educating 
workers about legal and 
democratic ways of demanding 
their rights from Israelis. 

He said his organization has 
hegotiated successfully with 
employers who avoided paying 
the minimum wage, giving paid 
holidays. and other legal rights 
guaranteed under Israeli law. 

“In the past, workers seeking 
their rights paid Israeli and 
Arab lawyers 30 percent to 40 
percent of their compensation 
payments,”’ Barghouti said. 
“Arab mediators demanded a 
percentage. Palestinian trade 
unions were too interested in 


rights. We take a flat fee of 
NIS 40, and manage to resolve 
most disputes without going to 
court.” 

Histadrut sources suggested 
the arrest was political. and 
Histadrut iament chairman 
Ran Cohen asked Police 
Minister Moshe Shaha) to 
check whether the sole cause 
for Barghouti’s arrest was his 
activity in a labor dispute in 


Jerusalem’s Atarot industrial . 


zone. 

Bhargouti, it was feamed, 
was active among the 
Palestinian workers at a food 
plant owned by one of 
Jerusalem’s most influential 
families. This family, which is 
said to be extremely well- 
connected, illegally pays less 
than the minimum wage and 
deprives workers of vacation 
and other basic rights. 

“It is intolerable that, in a 
democratic state, police should 
intervene in a workers’ struggie 
to improve labor conditions. 
The right of workers to 
organize is basic, and the police 
must not intervene in these

work wage agreements. 
Representatives of both sides 
are due to meet again tomorrow 
night. 

No progress was made on the

Workers earning 
more than that -- about 
NIS 6,100 -- will pay a fixed fee 
of NIS 55 for non-Histadrat 
members.and NIS 45 for Hista- 
drut members.
